Baofore thia law
was made, and throughout all the previons
history, the members of the Honse had a good
deal to say in the distribution of offives, Kver
Pregident bad deemed it proper to consult
their wishes and to appoint to offips their con-
gtitnents. Now, however, Senatori hava ab-
sorbed the power over Government patronage,
more éven than the President himaeell poa-
segser; for he cannot remove from office with-
ont the copgent of the SBenate. The Honss has
reason 1o repent of its action and to be almost
imanl.mou or the repeal of the obnoxious
AW.

Thus, thep, the principle, theory, and prac-
tice of the Government have been changed.
The President is reduced to a oipber and the
mere instroment of the Senate, and the direct
representatives of the people have neither
direotly por indireotly any control over the
offices or patronsge. The (overnment has
become 8n oligarehy oomposed of a few poli-
tiolane or ring in the Senate Chamber, This
is & singular and grave state of things. Nor
does there appear to ba any way of reaching
the evil, We gee that BSenators oling tena-
cionsly to the power and privileges they have
scquired. It will be bard to wrest these from
them. They form a close body and hold their
position for along term. While they endeavor
to make it appear that they are not opposing
the President or the will of the peopls, they
can, by parliamentary tactics, stave off any
action on the Tepure.of Office act; and this,
prebably, they will do. What is President
Girant to do nnder the cirenmstances ? [f he
should yield to the usurpations of the Sena-
torial ring he will be lost. H:s only chanoe
is to be firm, use all the power he pessesses
to break up the political oligarohy, rally all
the oonservative elements of the country to
his lll})pﬂl'l, and lay the founndation of & great

rty for the future. That appears to be the

King Cotton.

Hardly a Southern paper reaches ns but has
editorisl comment of sows sort on the proa-
pective orop of 1869, 1t is generally conceded
that it will be large if the season is at all
favorable. Bome editors have the sagacity to
ges that saying f0 muoh about s great orop
this year will have a bad effeot on that part of
the orop of 1868 which remains unsold.

Now, frisnds at the BSouth, before your
double plonghs have thrown all the land into
ridges for cotton rows, take time and give tuia
whole business of agricnlture a sober second
thought. You have just come out of a great
war in which yon wers worsted. The weakest
thing in the Bouthern military service daring
that war was ita commissariat., A strictly
agrioultural people, having as much pride of
acres a8 any landed aristocraoy in the world,
were from the first, and in all stages of a foar
years’ strife, weakened, hampered, thwarted,
demoralized, and finally defeated, for want of
beef, corn, wheat, hay, and oats,

A great war 18 like a severe illness; it tries

the constitution and nomasks the weakness
of the system. The agrioultural system of
the Fouth has been proved defeotive becanse
in a protracted fight the breach appeared there
first. Now what is the great characteristic
of plantirg? It is, and from the first has
been, the deriviog of a large income in clear
money from s broad surface, by the sale of
veégetuble products. A small planter is one
whoge soconunt sales of cotton or tobacco, rica
or gugar, do mot figure up more thaun §5000.
The sales of the lmgw planters range all
the way from §°50 1o &100,000, A few, &
very few, Southern proprietors recelved over
$100.070 from a single orop. That mode of
S eriving ap income way have been conneoted
with the character and status of the laborer,
but such connection was not inseparable. A
alave conld cradle wheat or fatten hogs if
ordered to, just a8 well as bhe conld pick cot-
ton or sncker tobacoo. 8Slavery had inherent
sins enough withont charging it with bloo-
ders that were not, in tue mnature of thiogs,
inseparable from uupaid labor. From the time
of Pocshontas the Boathern domain was
divided into large estates. Those who sur-
veyed apd plotted it felt as Brutos did abont
Civsar’s body: —

“Let uscarve him as a Jdish Ot for the gods,
not hew blm like u earcass lor the hoands,”

These broad acrea were cleared aud oropped
by gport-loviog men, for whose sars the bay-
ingof a pack of fox hounds was sweetest
mutio. Puta man with these tastes at the
centre of & 1200 agre trast, and what will he
do! He will have us few inside fences as pos-
gible; he will make his money on & crop that

will cost him the least time, or planning, or
worry. He will say, dum vivimus, vivamus—
"'after us the deluge.” Talk to him of rota-
tlon, fertilizers, bone dust, the foot of the
ihﬂpb{ﬂ:lﬂs H;ﬂ‘}, beneath it; he answers you

The inducements that draw the Southern
agricviturist towards cotton-fields are very
great. Helaindebt, Hnwlm!marrllge horses
to replace thoss which Bragg, or Johuson, or
Lee broke down dragiiog caunon., Hais living
in a cabin, and wonld like to do something with
those ghostly and blackened chimney stacks,
The saws of his gin-s1avd are bent and rusty,
His prees is rude and slow. Hig mules are
gtiff, and his plooghs worn; his tobacoo sheds
went foroamp fires. 'We admit that it would
be & help on your place if you could sell thres
hundr pext Decpmber st two bits a
pound. But let us reason abont it. Yoado
pot propose to move West, You kuow ofng

cotton or tobaceo land that is cheaper than
your own plantation. Besldes, you have
no money toge on. If you leave yourohildren

mlhin!, it must be In the sores over whioh
you walk. It you drain thosssores of the last
tou of potash mnd phosplioras they contain,
you leave to thoss who cowe aftor yon & wide
wansts of broom-sedge and stunted pipnes—a
beritage of briers, and gullips, and rotten
fences. No, gentlemen; you will be wiser and
twore provident then that. Yon will see that
while there ia some money in ootton and to-
bacoo, tbere ls fn t* littls trum wealth or power,
little ot that which makes parions great sna
keeps thim to. The Bouth bas never besn
sufliviently devoted to the prodostion of arm-
cles of prime pecessily, Mapkiod wonld be
betver off If frost or worms sho®d destroy
every tobacoo plant that sproats thia spring,
Cotton is & very tmporiant t=xtile; bnt nutions
were olad, sud well olad, before Eli Woitney
was bhorn, Agriouliore mesns the culture of
the fielde, not skimming sud desolating them,
Kujoyivg the best olimsie and plonghing the
best #oil oo the coutipsut, the Bopthrou ate
imported bread, drank imporied wine, gave
bis bande imported pork, shod them with im-
ported leather, aud buokled wn imported sad-
dle on the back of a horse that had travelled
8 thourand miles sonthward to flod & par-
chaser. Wheun such a peoples went to war with
BStates that fed and ciothed them, the result
was inevitable. Jalius Cesar with his tenth
legion could have delayed that exshavgs of
potes at Appomattox Court Honse, bat le
oould pot hnve made {t impossible,

In profound pesce, with a strong, allent,
vigilant man at the whesl, the country is en-
tering upon & decads of material prospuericy
aud developwent that will be more amaziog
than the magnitndes and the obstinacy of tha
recent strife. What the South wants, above
all otber thivgs, {8 wot disfranohisswmsnt or
enfrapobisement, or & man o tus Cablodt, nor
even a high prics for good middling, buat an
agricultural eystem that is true, just, and
lasting. Her lapd bas bhad no Sibbath; there
has been no restoration. The balsnos be.
tween the liviog and the dead prodacts of
farming was destroyed and must be re-

gaived. No lands that are not often renawed

by the mud of inandationa ean survive sach
an exhaunstive sucowssion &8 the planter has
required of his cotton and tobaoco flelds.

A lost fertility wust be restored. That
savagery of broom-sedge and brier-thiokets
must be abolished, But the purobase of a
few thoussnd tups of guavo will not work the
desired ocbaoge. Tuose phosphatic stones oo
Ashley river alone will vot do it. The Sonth
thivks she nreds meanofsotures—and so she
does. But artisans sud operatives will not
move thers till good tood sufl good cloth are
less coetly. These will not be wore abandant
till there are mors good barus and well-de-
signed farm-yards; tiill thogs poor, wild cows
are replaced with Duorbaws apd Harefords
and Alderneys; till those razor-back hogs are
killed, and Suflilks and Chestors take their
place; till they have fatter ohickens and more
of thew; till potstors aud cabbages snd apples
are cheaper. Cottonalwsys was a weak king.
He was full of pride and vanpity and weak-
uess, He urged bis subjeots into an nnequal
stri‘e, and then showed vo influence at courts
to make alliaves or gecure open ports. He
gave the planter's fawily pocket-monsy, a
hapdsome carriage, and a heritage of barren
fields. If ever king at all, he was King Stork.
